Actors Win 
Arbitrations 


Equity Board Awards Salary 
Claims in Three Actions 


Against Producers 


NEW YORK, July 1—The boards of 
arbitration of the American Arbitration 
Association last week handed down three 
decisions favoring actors in actions 
brought against Broadway producers thru 
Actors’ Equity. Marion Waring Manley 
was awarded 2'4 weeks’ salary for her 
work in the first try-out production of 
Bed Fellows. J. S. Fitzsimmons, repre- 
senting Miss Manley, contended that she 
had been given a four weeks’ guarantee 
by Bernard Levy, one of the producer 
and that she had not received her salary 
for the week of March 30, after which 
the show folded, or for the remaining 
week and a half covered by the cuaran- 
tee. Henry B. Forbes represented Levy 
in the arbitration, and the Arbitration 
Association selected the third member 
Miss Manley was awarded the full claim 
when it was proved that her contract 
contained the guarantee clause, altho it 
had been omitted from the producer's 
copy of the contract. 

A second arbitration was the case of 
Michael Markham against Shar] Produc- 
tions, Inc., producers of Mystery Square. 
Markham was stage manager of the pro- 
duction and on April 27 was given two 
weeks’ notice, which he was not permit- 
ted to work out. The producers paid 
him two-eighths of a week’s salary on 
dismissal. Their defense was that Mark- 
ham was incompetent. The arbitration 
board, however, awarded Markham one 
and six-eighths weeks’ salary to cover the 
balance of the two weeks’ notice. 


Tullio Carminati was awarded $500, 
or one week's salary, against Jules 
Ziegler and Ralph McBain, producers 
Carminati contended that he had 
been engaged verbally to play the 
leading role in a _ production called 
Release. He agreed to wait in New 


York for the tryouts, and the producers 
gave him a three weeks’ guarantee. He 
contended that in waiting for the try- 
outs of the production, which was post- 
poned, he had been forced to forego a 
picture contract on the West Coast. Car- 
minati claimed $1,500, or three weeks’ 
salary. The arbitration board, however 
awarded him one week’s salary. Bide 
Dudley represented Ziegler and McBain, 
Lyle D. Andrews represented Carminati 
and Johnfritz Achelis was the neutra? 
member of the board.

Equity Gets Record Number 


From Chorus 


Over 135 Choristers Qualified as Principals During Past 
Season——Chorus Widens as Field for New Musical 
Talent—Majority of Transfers Permanent 


NEW YORK, July 1.—The past season saw a larger number of Chorus Equity 
members qualified as principals and tramsferred to Actors’ Equity than in any 
season on the records of the organization. In the period between May 1, 1928, and 
May 1, 1929, approximately 135 members of Chorus Equity received speaking parts 
and were transferred, as compared to 42 in the previous season, 


“The musical shows,” said Mrs. Dorothy 
pryant, executive secretary of Chorus 
Fquity, “are turning more and more to 
the chorus for new talent. This was not 
the case in the past, when the ensembles 
were made up of comparatively inex- 
perienced people. But the dancing and 
singing required of chorus people in the 
last few years has become so difficult that 
only talented people, who will some day 
be important in musical work, can 
qualify. 

“Altho the transfer, in most cases, 
means that the membcr has ceen given 
some minor role as the first step toward 
becoming an important player, there are 
afew people who have gone immediately 
from: the chorus to prominent work. 
Ruth Sennott played a leading part in 
Hello Yourself; Edward Nell, Jr., was in 
the chorus only a short time when he 
played the title role in The Vagabond 
King, and he now has an important part 
in The New Moon. Lucilla Mendez went 
from the chorus of Mercenary Mary 
direct to a big part. 

“The ensemble dances in a modern 
musical show requires people who have 
had extensive training and experience in 
all types of stage dancing. The average 
chorus girl must be abie to do tap and 
acrotatic dancing, as well as the standard 
steps. For this reason chorus people to~- 
day are trained performers, much better 
suited for principal parts than was the 
case in the past.” 

Besides those wh) transferred to Actors’ 
Equity, about 50 Chorus Equity members 
played principal parts in various produc- 
tions thruout the past season, playing on 
Chorus Equity contracts without trans- 
ferring. Of those who did transfer, Mrs. 
Bryant pointed out, some will not con- 
tinue on principals’ contracts in the 
future, and will be retransferred to 
Chorus Equity. The majority of them, 
however, have established themselves ss 
capable of playing individual parts.

NEW YORK, July 1.—In spite of the 
troubles which beset Christopher Morley’s: 
Hoboken, N. J., theatrical group during 
the past week, plans are going forward 
for several new productions next season. 
Rehearsals will be started within the 
next few weeks for an intimate revue to 
be called The Shoestring Revue, which 
will go into the Lyric Theater, Hoboken, 
late this month. prior to the reopening 
there of The Rlack Crook, which will 
play for two weeks and then go on tour 
in the East under the joint management 
of the Hoboken Theatrical Company and 
Jones & 


Green. The Lyric will then 
house another revival of an old-time 
musical show. 


After Dark, now in its 30th week at the 
Old Rialto, will continue there indef- 
initely. When its run eventually ends, 
it will be sent to the West Coast and 
will be followed by a revival of George 
Sims’ Harbor Lights or Wilkie Collins’ 
No Name. Later in the season there will 
be a production of Morley’s play, Where 
the Blue Begins. This production was 
planned for last season, but the long 
run of After Dark -rowded it out of the 
schedule. 

The Hoboken Theatrical Company was 
originally made up of Christopher Mor- 
ley, Cleon Throckmorton, Conrad Mil- 
liken and Harry Wagstaff Gribble.

Last week also saw the closing of sev- 
eral of the restaurants in the neighbor- 
hood of the Morley theaters by the 
prohibition authorities, and the general 
opinion on Broadway is that this will 
seriously affect the business of the thea- 
ters if the eating places remain closed. 
In their advertisements of the Hoboken 
revivals, Morley’s group always men- 
tioned the numerous German restaurants 
where beer was on draught, and it was 
the custom for theatergoers from New 
York to dine in these places before at- 
tending the Morley shows.

In several cases, it is 
learned, managers saw thru the scheme, 
but desisted from exposing it because of 
the bad effect such action might have on 
their good will. 

Those who are opposed to beauty con- 
tests on general principles attribute the 
success of the fake beauty racket to the 
bad taste in the public’s mouth for all 
beauty contests, allegedly legitimate and 
otherwise. They explain that there has 
been so much fake and fixing identified 
with the recognized neauty tourneys that 
when a promoter fakes up a Miss Some- 
thing-or-Other he is just as likely to 
make choice as those who spend 
days and weeks in staging preliminaries 
and finals with big newspaper spreads 
and other familiar fanfare. 

In their personal-appearance 
the fake beauty winaers need be no 
more than show girls On vaudefilm 
stages and in ballrooms they are re- 
quired merely to make several turns in 
a bathing suit, this followed by prepared 
spiels, either by accompanying announcers 
or the local announcing talent

NEW YORK, July 1.—Utmost reticence 
in regard to their plan of organizing 
marked the first week of activity, which 


came to a close today, of the local repre- 
sentatives of the Actors’ Union of Amer- 
ica, established in Suite 317, Strand The- 
ater Building, under a 10-month lease 
Frank Callan, vice-president of the 
organization, is in active charge of af- 
fairs here, and directly under him is Bob 
Talbert.

Archie and Gertie Falls were caught 
at a disadvantage by The Billboard two 
seasons ago. They muffed their feature 
stunts, thus diminishing their appeal. At 
this viewing they were in perfect form, 
which in all fairness makes another re- 
view in order. 

Gertie gets the breaks at the opening 
in a flashy display of webbing as Archie, 
holding the rope on a darkened stage, 
remains completely in the background. 
Neatly costumed and displaying a ro- 
tund but altogether pleasing form, Gertie 
performs some daring work. using a foot- 
foop hold in most of her bits. She de- 
scends slowly in posing style as she 
gradually relieves the tension of a coil 
wound around her waist. A better ex- 
ample of showmanship is unthinkable for 
the character of work she does 

When lights are pulled full up Archie 
comes to the fore with pantomimic 
clowning that kept the house doing a 
steady howl.

Fate of Dramatie Sketches 


Will Be Known Early in Fall 


NEW YORK, July 1—Protagonists of 
the dramatic and comedy sketch form in 
the big-time organization are making 
renewed efforts to sell their idea during 
the planning of booking policies for next 
season. It has come to the point where 
the fall will find RKO absolutely opposed 
to the use of sketches or enlisted whole- 
heartedly in a movement to bring this 
form of vaudeville entertainment back to 
its pre-war status. 


With the resources of radio, disc- 
recording and picture producing behind 
it, ready for application at any and all 
times, RKO will undergo many revolu- 
tionary changes in its outlook on acts 
within the next year. Since the sketch 
has always been regarded theoretically 
as an integral part of vaudeville, those 
seeking to work out formulas of fiop- 
proof entertainment are forced to weigh 
the possibilities of the sketch. RKO, ac- 
cording to all signs and convincing in- 
dications, will do everything on a big 
scale next season. Its amalgamatior?® with 
the gigantic electrical interests makes 
such a course a foregone conclusion. If 
the experts now studying the proposition 
conclude that the booking of sketches 
will faithfully carry out the idea of 
modern and well-balanced shows, this 
form is due for a boost eclipsing any 
ever given it before. 

Certain bookers are bitterly opposed to 
the booking of sketches, claiming that 
their houses are not fitted in audience 
reaction to receive then cordially. This 
condition has been known to exist for a 
considerable period on the Interstate 
Time. It applies also to scattered strings 
of houses in the Middle West. But gen- 
erally those of th: act buyers opposed to 
sketches have as much logical basis for 
their ideas as they had when they held 
that every real novelty show should open 
with astereotyped ncevelty act. It tookan 
outfit like Fox to teach them that flash 
acts can open just as well—and better— 
and that novelty acts that are good can 
hold their own capably in the middle of 
the bill. 

Rosalie Stewart, who is acting as a 
liaison talent handler for RKO and the 
various affiliated bureaus of RCA, is re- 
ported to be enlisted in the movement 
to revive the sketch. According to fre- 
quent formal press announcements, she 


has the full-hearted support of Hiram S. 
Brown. Miss Stewart has gathered, as a 
result of her many years’ activity as a 
high-powered producer, a knowledge and 
supply of the best sketches available: also 
an unparalleled intimacy and power of 
persuasion over those who write them. 
It will most likely be thru the influence 
of Miss Stewart that RKO will lay the 
foundation for the renewal of its sketch- 
buying activity. 

By September it should be known 
definitely how the major circuit stands 
on sketches. Now it does not know itself. 
Should it come to the worst, dramatic 
and screen stars will still regard sketches 
as the acceptable vehicle for their two- 
and-more-a-day excursions. It will be 
up to Miss Stewart and others to see to 
it that the sketches thus employed are 
meritorious. Successful prosecution of 
this detail will, in its small way, help 
the case for the sketch in vaudeville.

Zinka Panna Raps 
Canadian Customs 


NEW YORK, July 1.—Zinka Panna. 
Hungarian performer, is all het up over 
that part of the Canadian customs law 
which compels those taking musical in- 
struments into the Dominion to leave a 
deposit for them at the border. In a 
letter to The Billboard, Miss Panna com- 
plains that now she cannot enter Cana- 
da, attributing her disability to the de- 
posit system. She adds: 


“The time is not far away when sing- 
ers, comedy speakers, dancers and jug- 
glers will have to pay for taking their 
voices, hands and feet into Canada.” 

Inquiry regarding Miss Panna’s plaint 
among local representatives of Canadian 
government railroads brought the ex- 
planation that the deposit system is, 
after all, just what the name implies: 
a deposit not a fee. A small percentace 
of the deposit is retained as a means 
of compensating the bonding companies 
undertaking the risk of insuring the re- 
turn to the borcer of the objects com- 
ing under the deposit ruling. At some 
points along the Canadian border the 
Dominion acts as the bonding agent and 
returns the entire fee. The deposit sys- 
tem was inaugurated as a means of 
preventing the smuggling of merchandise 
into Canada. this_usually resulting in 
the evasion of high customs duties.

Beatty and Mark Block 

House managers on Wednesday were 
apparently unanimous in accepting and 
indorsing the proposition of I. H. Herk, 
whereby houses on the circuit contrib- 
ute $10 weekly .o a fund to promote an 
incentive to owners, managers and play- 
ers in shows to put forth more efforts 
in making Mutual Circuit presentations 
bigger and better, owners to make their 
preductions bigger and better, managers 
to take an additional interest in watch- 
ing the presentations and players in 
naking their presentations better, on 
the theory that the fund will be distrib- 
uted to the first five shows awarded 
prizes for quantity and quality in pro- 
duction and presentation 

First prize will be %5,000; second, 
$2,500: third, $2,000; fourth, $1,500, and 
fifth, $1,000. 

The first three recipients of prizes 
will be awarded an additional franchise- 
operating right for next season, thereby 
t three shows that fail to meet 
the M. B. A. requirements for the season. 
Prizes will be awarded at the close of 
the season by four judges headed by 
Herk. Every house manager on the cir- 
cuit is eligible to nomination and elec- 
tion by the franchise holder§. 

House physician is a new office to be 
filed by four men competent to promote 
profitable patronage. 

f{dced attractions for houses must be 
submitted to Herk prior to their en- 
agement by house managers. 

This proviso will prevent house man- 
agers offering popular players an ex- 
Orbitant salary to close with a circuit 
company and come back for a special 
engagement as an added attraction, a 
practice during the past season that 
caused discrganization in several com- 
panies 

Shows once set by the producers and 
Okayed by the M. B. A. must remain so 
unless house managers find it necessary 
to make minor cuts to allow for run- 
way numbers, but in no instance will 
house managers be permitted to put any- 
thing into a show without permission 
of Herk 

Each house on the circuit is entitled 
to one midnight show weekly without 
pay to principals, chorus or company 
Manager, but they must pay the union 
Scale to stagehands and company lead- 
ets. Additional midnight shows must be 
paid for in full by house to members of 
company. 

There were many and varied discus- 
sions and debates relative to other minor 
matters that Herk adjusted to the ap- 
Parent satisfaction of all the house man- 
agers present at the meeting.

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Memorial for Stephen C. Foster 


The Tuesday Musical Club of Pitts- 
burgh has just issued an interesting 
booklet concerning Stephen C. Foster 
and the Memorial Building which Pitts- 
burgh proposes to erect in honor of the 
composer whose songs have become in- 
ternationally known and loved. Accord- 
ing to the booklet, this Memorial Build- 
ing is to be a Temple of Music in which 
there will be an auditorium with a seat- 
ing capacity of 1,000 and a stage capable 
of accommodating large choruses, and 
also smaller rooms suitable for rehearsal 
rooms or studios. There shall be a room 
set apart exclusively for the preservation 
of Foster mementos. The present plans 
estimate the cost of the Memorial Build- 
ing at $500,000 and it is proposed to 
raise this sum by public subscriptions, 
with every cent subscribed used for this 
purpose, as, according to the booklet, 
the necessary expenses involved in rais- 
ing the fund have already been under- 
written. The building is to be located 
on ground donated by the University of 
Pittsburgh, which has agreed to main- 
tain the building in perpetuity. It is 
expected that the unusual facilities of 
this building will greatly aid musical 
organizations of Pittsburgh and of the 
university in presenting a greater nume- 
ber of concerts and better programs.

Omaha, Neb. 


For the first time since its beginning 
in the spring of 1925, the Community 
Plavhouse has just closed its season 
without a deficit, according to the report 
made by Clare Mackin, treasurer of the 
board of trustees. The year also shows 
the highest attendance in Playhouse 
history, 11,043 admissions to the seven 
plays of the season’s regular repertory 
having been recorded. Of this number 
6.847 were by season ticket subscribers 
and 4,196 by the public in general. The 
number of season tickets sold last au- 
tumn was 1,118. 

In addition nearly 2.200 persons at- 
tended the three productions by the 
playhouse children’s theater and the one 
production of the Playhouse “workshop” 
or laboratory theater. 

The seven plays given between Oc- 
tober and May were Aren’t We All, They 
Knew What They Wanted, in which Ber- 
nard Szold, director, appeared in the 
leading role; a revival of the early Ameri- 


can comedy, Fashion or New York in 
1845; Dear Brutus, The Torchbearers, 
Arms and the Man and Grumpy. 


Fashion or New York in 1845 was the 
most largely attended play, being wit- 


Dear Brutus held second 
place in point of attendance, and The 
Torchbearers, a comedy poking fun at 
the very thing the Playhouse is attempt- 
ting, third. 

Plays presented by the children’s thea- 
ter were The Rackety Packety House, 
Acsop’s Fables and Raggedy Ann and 
Andy. The Playhouse “workshop” pro- 
duced two one-act plays by local writers, 
The Lemp, by Mrs. H. G. Masters, and 
Cache, by W. H. Buckingham 


Over 90 different persons appeared in 
the casts of the seven regular repertory 
plays and 110 children were seen in the 
three children’s theater productions. 
Over 125 others assisted in the backstage 
work of presenting the plays, in art 
work, ushering and other ways. 


All work by players and others was 
voluntary, Bernard Szold, the profession- 
al director, being the only person con- 
nected with the Playhouse receiving fi- 
nancial compensation. Casts for all plays 
were chosen at competitive readings open 
to anyone in the city. 

More elaborate plans for next season 
are now being made by the Playhouse 
trustees. These call for a regular reper- 
tory of seven recent New York successes, 
the presentation of two or more well- 
known guest artists in Playhouse pro- 
ductions, an increased number of plays 
by the children’s theater, greater de- 
velopment of workshop productions by 
local authors and professfonal readings 
of late plays which as yet have not been 
released for general presentation. Mr. 
Szold again has been engaged as director 
and Frances Fintell as his assistant and 
director of the children’s theater. 

Officers of the Community Playhouse 
recently elected for the coming year are 
Mrs. A. P. Guiou, president; Henry 
Rosenthal, vice-president; Clare Mackin, 
treasurer; Erna Reed, secretary. A new 
theatrical project opened on July 1 at 
West Falmouth, Old Silver Beach, Mass. 
This is being sponsored by the University 
Players’ Guild, Inc. This organization 
is comprised of college men and women 
who are active during the winter months 
either in college dramatics or on the pro- 
fessional stage. All members of the com- 
pany are college graduates or students. 
The directors of the Guild are Charles 
C. Leatherbee, who was president of the 
Harvard Drematic Club during the past 
year, and Bretaigne Windust, president of 
the Princeton Theater Intime. These two 
men have been associated with theatrical 
work for a number of years. During the 
summer of 1928 the University Players’ 
Guild flourished in a smaller way, play- 
ing Monday and Tuesday evenings for 
eight weeks at the Elizabeth Theater, 
Falmouth. This arrangement proved un- 
satisfactory, however, because the theater 
could not accommodate, in two nights, 
the number of people who wanted to 
see the plays. Therefore this year the 
Guild is building its own theater. In 
constructing a summer theater it was 
necessary first to overcome the problem 
of heat, which is so vitally important 
in summer theaters. The problem was 
solved in two ways. In the first place 
the location of the theater is such that 
breezes blow around it even on the hot- 
test days. Right on the shore of Buz- 
zards Bay, back only far enough to be 
out of reach of the tides, the building is 
ideally situated for coolness. The con- 
struction of the theater is such that it 
is possible to open the sides to a height 
of three feet at the bottom. With a 
ventilating fan system in the roof to 
draw up the warm used air, this con- 
struction will permit the ingress of every 
breeze. In connection with the theater 
is a pavilion supper room, where refresh- 
ments will be served after the final cur- 
tain each night. Here, too, one may 
dance to the strains of Bernard Hani- 
ghen’s Harvard Rhythm Kings. Members

BERLIN, June 17—The_ threatened 
closing cf all places of amusement in 
Berlin July 1 on account of high en- 
tertainment tax, reported conspicuously 
by an American trade paper (not The 
Billboard ), fizzled out without the slight- 
est result, as was to be expected. As far 
as vaudeville and cabarets are concerned, 
salaries would have had to be paid just 
the same, as all contracts made in Ger- 
many are tariff contracts, and call for 
payment under all circumstances, a 
unique condition very cleverly organized 
by the L. A. L. years ago. It was not so 
much the vaudeville branch that kicked 
against the high tax, because vaudeville 
includes the tax in the admission any- 
way, butthe cabarets, which mostly charge 
no entrance fee and no cover charge as 
in the States, and the movie houses. As 
the Berlin dailies point out, the move 
was made clumsily at the wrong time of 
the year. and had no earthly chance of a 
success. The Wintergarten and Luna 
Park have declared publicly from the be- 
gianing that they wou'd not close July 1! 
Both places belong to the Managers’ As- 
sociation, which made the protest arcainst 
the tax.

NO ONE TOO BIG FOR DISCIPLINE 

In the July issue of The Theater Maga- 
Zine, Sidney Skolsky, in his page, “Heard 
On Broadway”, had this to say about the 
Actors’ Equ‘ty Association and its dis- 
Ciplinary practices: 

“A funny boulevard, Broadway. 
the case of Jeanne Eazels

Ss, who was barred 


{ for 18 months 
because she wasn't everything a good girl 
shou'd be. Fortunately for Jeanne, that 
infant industry, the motion picture, be- 
gan to squeak and talk. And Jeanne 
went off to make pictures for Paramount 
A certain lady who sat in on the Eagels 
Case, and said that such misbehavior 
should be punished, recently went out 
and did the very thing Jeanne did. But 
Was she barred by Equity for 18 months? 
Of course not! ‘Too big a name,” said 
those in charge. ‘It would hurt the stage.’ 
It was mighty lucky for this prominent 
actress that she wasn’t barred from the 
legitimate drama for 18 months, for the 
private screen tests that she had taken 
of herself were terrible.” 

One does not have to be as omniscient 
of things theatrical as Skolsky (he signs 
his articles “L’Homme Qui Sait”) in or- 
der tc guess at the identity of this 
“Certain Lady”. But to Skolsky and to 
those who may have read that slander on 
Equity’s reputation in the theater, Equity 
replies that there is no one in the thea- 
ter too big for Equity to discipline. 

But the association acts only when it 
has the formal complaint or charges from 
the management. In this particular in- 
stance, no complaint or charges have 
been filed with Equity to date—and 
Equity is not going to act on hearsay. 

Equity resents bitterly the insinuation 
that any member is too big to be com- 
pelied to obey its rules. It has never in 
the 16 years of its existence failed to take 
action when charges were properly pre- 


sented. If Skolsxy, or anyone else, knows 
of a case in which charges were filed 


upon which Equity failed to act, let him 
bring it forward. 

In the meantime, it would be only the 
Part of courtesy for The Theater Maga- 
zine to retract that statement as publicly 
and as conspicuously as it was made

W orld’s Leading Drama Groups 
May Appear at Chicago Fair 


CHICAGO, July 1.—Most of the great 
dramatic organizations of the world will 
be brought to Chicago for performances 
during the 1933 Centennial Celebration 
if the fair’s trustees act favorably upon 
the suggestion just made to President 
Rufus C. Dawes by T. W. Stevens, di- 
rector of the Goodman Theater, Chicago, 
and director of pageantry of the Art In- 
stitute, and Cloyd Head, business man- 
ager of the Goodman Theater. 

Under the plan proposed by Stevens 
and Head, in a conference with Dr. Allen 
D. Albert, assistant to Mr. Dawes, the 
World’s Fair would import such organi- 
zations as the Moscow Art Theater Com- 
pany, the Max Reinhardt Company, the 
Comedie Francaise of Paris and the The- 
ater Guild of New York. 


The companies, with their directors, 
would be brought to Chicago for en- 
gagements of approximately six weeks 
each, with emphasis placed upon the 
fact that productions must be as nearly 
as possible the identical productions in 
scenery, text and casts which have 
brought them fame in their several cities. 

The international theater idea is one 
of several embodied in a general scheme 
proposed for a comprehensive program of 
dramatics and music for the Centennial. 

According to the plan, the manage- 


ment of the dramatics program would be 
placed in the hands of a committee 
which would include the heads of the 
great European theaters and of the emi- 
nent American theaters. 

Those suggested as members of the 
committee include: Constantin Stanis- 
lowsky, Max Reinhardt, Theresa Helburn, 
executive director of the Theater Guild 
of New York: Winthrop Ames, E. H 
Sothern, C. H. Worcester, chairman of 
the Chicago Art Institute theater com- 
mittee: Luigi Pirandello, G. Martinez 
Sierra, Gordon Craig, Norman-Bel Geddes, 
Kenneth Macgowan, Robert E. Jones, 
Ernest Stern, T. W. Stevens, Cloyd Head, 
Charles Collins, and a representative of 
the Comedie Francaise. 

A program of spectacular and histori- 
cal productions for the water theater is 
provided for in the proposal of Mr 
Stevens and Mr. Head. In part, this 
would be provided by national groups in 
Chicago, for exmaple, a Norwogian pag- 
eant of the Viking period. 

In addition, it was proposed to have 
the Goodman civic repertoire included 
in the program. It was also suggested 
that the annual production of the Play- 
ers’ Club of New York might be staged 
here for a period ranging for two to 
four weeks in connection with the inter- 
national theater idea.

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ILLIAM RANDOLPH HEARST 

has shown some curious incon- 

istency, to say the least, in his 
very active antagonism to the efforts of 
the Actors’ Equity Association in estab- 
lishing fair and uniform working con- 
ditions in the talking picture field. 

In the last few months the Hearst 
papers have been  bellyaching their 
loudest because a newsprint and electric 
power company obtained control or part 
interest in various newspapers around 
the country. 

Cries of “power trust”, “throttled 
press”, “dictated propaganda” and 
similar expletives were emblazoned 
across the Hearst sheets. 

Other newspapers, too, voiced disap- 
proval of “power trust control” of news 
mediums, but none more loudly than the 
yellow journals of the Hearst fleet. 

Now, if it is wrong for the power in- 
terests to enter the newspaper game be- 
cause of the likelihood that they may 
use the press to force their issues by 
educating the public to their way of 
thinking, is it not equally unjust for a 
publisher to use his newspapers for the 
exploitation of motion pictures in which 
he is financially interested? 

Hearst, besides being a newspaper 
and magazine owner, is a producer of 
motion pictures. 

For years he has used his big chain 
of publications to advance his motion 
Picture interests, 

by reason of his newspaper control, it 
has been possitfe for him to boost and 
foist upon the public a good many films, 
as well as some stars, who did not 
merit such recognition—and who never 
would have received it from impartial 
hands. 

Is there any difference between the 
So-called “power trust” affiliations in the 
Newspaper field in order to further their 
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interests, and the use of his news- 
papers by Hearst for the purpose of 
reaping profit from his motion picture 
connections ? 

Hearst was all for Equity, and for 
the actors, in the fight with the legiti- 
mate stage producers, but now that the 
same Equity and same actors are trying 
to get the same kind of justice from the 
motion picture makers, Hearst is all 
against them—because Hearst is a pic- 
ture man himself on the side. 

The Hearst papers boast of having 
the biggest collection of comic strips. 

But the champion of all comedy lines 
in the Hearst sheets is not on the pages 
containing these intentionally funny 
caricatures. 

It usually is right on the front page, 
often in scarehead type, and it bellows 
about “freedom of the press!” 


HESE DAYS THERE is one ques- 
T tion on the lips of everyone 

connected in any way with vaude- 
ville. It is: “I wonder what kind of a 
season we are going to have?” Most of 
the performers and agents asking them- 
selves or others this question are prob- 
ably acting thru force of habit. It is a 
habit that should have been discarded 


long ago. By now, all who give vaude- 
ville serious thought should know that 
one of the peculiarities of this branch 
of the show business is that the human 


element residing therein controls its fate 
to a greater extent than external forces. 

Vaudeville is, and probably always 
will be, what the circuit heads make it. 
With all the clearly written signs of a 
good impending season (assuming that 
such there be) vaudeville can be ex- 
tinguished entirely should the policy 
factors of the leading outfits so decree. 
Vaudeville is too well established to die 
such an inglorious death, but the fact 
stares us in the face, nevertheless, that 
the operators of combination houses 
look upon vaudeville these days as a 
means te an end and not as an end in 
itself. If chain officials feel that vaude- 
ville will benefit their business after 
working out the theoretical problem in 
their own peculiar manner, vaudeville 
will remain and its denizens will prosper 
thereby. Let the policy masters shake 
their heads and vaudeville will be left 
out in the cold. 

The artistes, producers and act en- 
trepreneurs might apply themselves 
profitably to the formulation of new 
and better ideas, but the basic support 
of all their hopes is the will of the 
policy makers. With them and their 
cold, practical decisions rests the future. 


HE WILL H. HAYS OFFICE has 
T succeeded in tearing to pieces the 

recent statement by Roger W. Bab- 
son, noted statistician, to the effect that 
the movies are a basic cause of the 
crime way of today. 

A formidable array of statistics has 
been compiled by Carl E. Milliken, secre- 
tary of the Motion Picture Producers 
and Distributors of America, Inc., to 
show that Babson was all wet. 

The data lined up by Milliken is too 
voluminous for reproduction here, but 
it is enough to say that, as statistics 
vs. statistics, Milliken has the best of 
it by far. 

More easy to comprehend than the 
charts and figures brought together by 
Milliken, however, is the paper delivered 
last week in San Francisco by Jason S. 


Joy, Hollywood representative of Will 
H. Hays, before the convention of the 
International Association of Police- 
women. 


A study of 620 feature pictures pro-~- 
duced in America during 1928, shows 
that 33.7 per cent contained no villain 
and no crime. In 17.5 per cent the vil- 
lain was killed; in 33.8 per cent the 
villain was captured and left securely 
fast in the confines of a prison; in 4.4 
per cent the villain reformed, and in 
the remaining cases physical punish- 
ment was administered by the hero. 
Of the 38 underworld pictures produced 
Mast year, the crook or villain was killed 
in 14 instances, was apprehended and 
arrested in 19 cases and in five cases 
was reformed. Such is the iron-clad 
moral of the movies, that not once 
does the guilty escape punishment. 

Dr. Joseph kL. Holmes, noted 
psychologist of Columbia University, 
has been making an intensive two 
years’ study of motion pictures and 
their effect upon human behavior, and 
the gist of his report is that motion 
pictures “provide a necessary outlet 
for romantic imagination rather than 
jeopardizing emotional! stability.” 

After discussing the question with 
hundreds of jurists, teachers, police 
officials and sociai workers, Dr. Holmes 
recor structed a so-called crime film in 
a highly exaggerated form for use in 
psychological tests. He showed the 
picture to hundreds of school children 
to whom he put many questions. Not 
one child who saw the film expressed 
or implied the least sympathy f 
wrongdoers or misdeeds. 

The startling discovery was mad 
that even immediately after seeing th 
film, most of the children remembere 
nothing about it. Only one fact wa 
unanimously reported. according to Dr. 
Holmes, and that was that “he was put 
in prison” or “he ended up in jail’. 
Tt is this certain Nemesis, occurring as 
it does on the screen in such vivid 
continuity with the act of wrongdoing, 
that makes movies a crime deterrent: 

Among the contributing causes to the 
national disregard for law must be in- 
cluded the steady increase in the total 
number of laws. Between 1906 and 
192@, he said, the staggering total o* 
923.663 laws were passed in this coun 
trv. These were added to the laws al- 
ready in existence. He called atten- 
tion also to the increase in wealth in 
the United States from $88,000,000,000 in 
1900 to $325,000,000,000 25 vears later 
The sudden possession of wealth is a 
terrific strain on character whether in 
the case of an individual or a nation. 


Another reason whv the motion pic- 
ture is a deterrent of crime is that it 
provides a necessary emotional outlet 
for the people whether they © are 
huddled together in the noisy, nerve- 
wracking cities, or whether they live 
quietly and away from human contact 
in the farms and villages. 

Wherever we are, we must have an 
outlet, an escape valve. Life presses 
too closely upon us. We can’t stan@ 
the strain. There must be relief—re~ 
lief thru relaxation and recreation. Thy 
motion picture provides a_ refug 
where men and women may vicarious 
enjov necessary emotional experienceg. 

While doubtless there is much tru 
in the foregoing contentions, the fa 
remains nevertheless that authorize 
censors, well-meaning reformers ant 
just plain cranks continue to find plenty 
to object to in film offerings. It is a 
fine thing for pictures to preach the 
doctrine of “you can’t get away with it” 
as regards crime, but, so long as they 
portray crime and immoral doings in a 
manner that makes them glamorous and 
attractive, the objections will keep com- 
ing—regardless of whether or not these 
films exert the insidious influences that 
are charged against them. 

The Rillboard frequently has pointed 
out that the most effective way to shut 
up the unfriendly element is by not pros 
viding it with the fuel to keep its harm- 


ful propaganda fires burning.

The program for afternoons has 
not been definitely determined, but from 
the popularity of the auto races. which 
have been Held at the fair in recent vears.

Fairs in Asia Old Institutions 


Fairs have Been employed in Asiatic 
countries from immemorial times to 
bring trader and customer together. The 
great distances to be covered by the mer- 
chant, with his slow caravans, the sparsity 
of populations apart from the cities, and 
their diversity in language, religion, social 
and trade customs, made the fair a neces- 
sity of commerce, especially among bar- 
baric peoples. 

In all countries fairs have their pic- 
turesque features, but few are more 
primitive or bring together a meeting of 
stranger racial mixtures that the annual 
fair held in Barga, a special territory of 
Northwestern Manchuria, combining ele- 
ments of both Manchuria and Mongolia. 
It straddles the zone of the Chinese East- 
ern Railway, a Russian-Chinese institu- 
tion, and runs north to the borders of 
Siberia. Consequently, it is literally the 
meeting place of East and West, but 
Mongols are the most numerous 

For the list hundred years the fair has 
been held in the neighborhood of an 
ancient temple, known as Gandjur-Sume, 
about 100 miles from the City of Hailer, 


and for that reason is known as the 
Gandjur Fair. Altho the fair lasts only 
five or six days, many Chinese firms re- 
main much longer to embrace the op- 
portunity for driving bargains around 
the temple, to which Mongols come from 
all regions to pray. 

Thousands of head of cattle, horses, 
camels and sheep are annually driven to 
the fair, while the contents of thousands 
of Mongolian carts are disposed of at this 
place cf barter. Last year Chinese mili- 
tary officers were large purchasers of 
liorses for their armies. 


Altho there have been few changes in 
this colorful fair, last year presented a 
great innovation when the automobile 
made its first appearance there. Many 
of the nomads had never seen such a 
vehicle before, and their frightened 
horses and oxen drawing heavy two- 
wheeled carts rushed aside, throwing out 
cargoes and drivers. Bedlam prevailed 
until the animals could be quieted and 
order restored. First impressions of the 
“gas wagon” were aecidedly unfavorable.

For 5 cents each, these 
children will be admitted to a reserved 
seat in the grand stand at either the 
afternoon or evening performance on 
Children's Day. Also for 5 cents they 
may enjoy any ride or visit any of the 
numerous carnival shows. All these at- 
tractions will be 5 cents each for the 
children on Chi'dren’s Day.

Montague, June 27 to 29. 

Advance demands for space in which 
to place exhibits for the Lake Region 
Fair were more numerous than ever be- 
fore, and when the exposition opened 
June 24 to run an entire week, practical'y 
ail the space, both in building and on 
the main avenues, was taken. 

One of the largest ‘irst-day crowds in 
several years was on the grounds, and 
Kramer declares the attendance was more 
than 100 per cent larger than the open- 
ing day last year. Weather was favor- 
able. and auto races in front of the 
crand stand were the drawing cards. It 
has been found’ by officials of the fair 
that the auto races have drawn greater 
crowds fér the first deys than any other 
event ever staged in this part of the 
country. 

Aside from the races, the audience was 
given an unusually good snow on the 
stace across the race track from the 
grand stand.

Euclid Beach does not use newspaper 
advertising and very little if any of any 
other sort of advertising. But it does 
get publicity and plenty of it, despite 
the fact that no publicity or public re- 
lations director is employed. 

As a matter of fact it is a great big 
community recreation center and re- 
minds one more of a county fair in many 
respects than it does an amusement 
park 

The guiding hand for many years has 
been D. S. Humphrey, president of the 
company, and who last December was 
honored by his associates in the National 
Association of Amusement Parks with 
the office of president of that great or- 
ganization, 

Euclid Beach Park is a household word 
in Cuyahoga County and is just as fa- 
miliar in that connection as is the Public 
Square or Euclid avenue. There are 
other parks in the county and some ex- 
cellent ones too, but somehow Euclid 
Beach has a grip on those who are seek- 
ing outdoor entertainment and thousands 

upon thousands are within its confines 
every day of the season. 

It is believed that it was the first 
“temperance park” ever to operate in 
any large city in the country. When 
taken over by the Humphrey interests 
beer had been sold just as in any beer 
garden. The Humphreys changed the 
order of things, posted certain rules re- 
garding beer and liquor and have been 
more effective in enforcement than most 
communities have been since the days 
of prohibition started. 

There are 160 acres under the control 
of the company and the resort has a 
beach front of 2,500 feet. Parking space 
is provided for from 15,000 to 20,000 
automobiles, perhaps more, if the eye 
is depended upon to judge. 

There are 350 people on the payroll 
during the summer season and there is 
no lack of courtesy and attention on 
the part of any attache with whom the 
public comes into contact. This is, of 
course, one great big factor in the suc- 
cess of the park. The Humphrey family 
insists on courtesy and attention for 
every person, young or old, who visits 
their park. 

Opening of the regular season this 
year was on May 25 and the closing will 
not occur until about October. Euclid 
Beach, however, does not cease to make 
money for its owners or to afférd pleas- 
ure for its friends during the winter for 
there are winter sports to be had, among 
them ice skating. There is no better 
equipped and no better patronized ice 
rink in the country than that at the 
park during the winter months.

MIDLAND, BEACH N. Y., June 29.— 
Calamity howlers who think New York's 
beaches have gone to the bowwows 
should visit Midland Beach and note the 
improvements being made, including the 
erection of a modern steel and brick 
bathhouse, 195 feet by 94, equipped with 
cement floors and steel lockers and re- 
placing the structure recently destroyed 
by fire. The latest sanitary features will 
be embodied. The bathhouses will all be 
located on one floor. There will be a 
modern promenade, 195 feet long by 35 
wide on the top of the building, with 
stores for various concessions under- 
neath. The new bathhouses will be 40 
per cent ready for occupancy July 1 and 
will represent an outlay of $150,000. 
The corner stone will be laid by Boro 
President John A. Lynch. 

Two additional rides have been in- 
stalled, the Whirlwind, by James S. 
Graham, owner of Midland. This is the 
latest Traver product, and will carry two 
trains, one of six cars and another of 
five, which are run by the third rail 
system. The Whirlwind is 1,400 feet long 
and occupies 185 feet by 85 of space. One 
of the mechanical features of the ride is 
that each car has its own motor of 
74 horse power and the cars are coupled 
together by a union joint. The big punch 
of the Whirlwind is its network of spiral 
curves and dips. Seventy tons of steel 
were used in its construction, and the 
cost was $23,500. Oliver A. Neale, en- 
gineer, supervised the construction, and 
4l McKee was on ‘the job 

The Tumble Bug is the other new ride. 
It has a capacity of 52 passengers. It is 
understood that Col. Graham is thinking 
of installing a giant gravity coaster next 
season. 

A Motordrome has been added to Mid- 
land's attractions, with Young Speedy 
Palmer and Australian Billy La Ford as 
riders. Al McKee is manager, with Prank 
Lynch on the ticket box.

Manager Dan W. Leonard’s magic hand 
of modern beach management is evident 
in the improvements. 

One of the top days of the current sea- 
son was recorded on June 16, when 35.000 
reople visited the park.

New Name----New Conditions 
Solving Rainbow Park Problem 


Not only a new name, but new con- 
ditions greet the pleasure seeker at Ches- 
ter Park, now Rainbow, Cincinnati, these 
days. C. Delaney Martin, general man- 
ager, and Bill Harmon, executive as- 
sistant, while not having changed the 
layout of the park to any great extent 
certainly have changed conditions and 
there is more life within its confines 
than has been evident for several sea- 
sons. 

Martin is authority for the statement 
that the.business thus far this season 
is far ahead of last year this time. Many 
rainy Sundays and cool nights since the 
official opening, May 4, have done more 
than anything else to keep business 
down. The public has responded to the 
publicity the park has been getting and 
patrons seem to go away satisfied. 

There are almost daily bookings of pic- 
nics from now until closing time, which 
will be in September, probably around 
the 15th or later. Jack Carder is the 
promoter and he has been unusually 
successful in landing picnics that mean 
money for Rainbow. 

No new rides have been added, Man- 
ager Martin being convinced that the 
devices now in Rainbow all have merit 
and he plans nothing new in this con- 
nection this season. All rides have been 
overhauled, however, and everything on 
the park has been repainted and loca- 
tions in some instances have been 
changed. 

A popular place this season for dining 
and dancing is the Japanese Garden and 
Far! Arnold and his Troubahours are sup- 
plying the music. Its location is the 
former clubhouse. 

The former dance pavilion has been 
converted inty one of the finest skating 
floors in Southern Ohio and both the 
dance place and the new rink are doing 
satisfactory business. 

Rainbow's big attraction this season, 
as last, is the bathing pool. This is its 
second year and it is one of the most 


complete in the Cincinnati area. Dimen- 
sions are 150 by 280 and the water is 
completely changed two times in every 
24 hours. All suits are cleaned in the 
park’s own laundry and new bathhouses 
have been added. There are 3,500 steel 
lockers and 1,200 private lockers. There 
are 18 employees for the pool. Pool 
structures all glisten with new white 
paint. 

Rainbow carries a payroll of about 140, 
many of whom have had park experience 
and many of whom also have been con- 
nected with the resort in former years. 

The grounds and all structures are 
kept wonderfully clean, nine employees 
having been assigned to this work and 
they are busy at all hours. Flowers are 
plentiful and more than 1,000 trees and 
shrubs have been planted so that the 
decorative effect is attractive. A fine 
new Neon sign graces the entrance. 

An innovation is the pay-as-you-enter 
system put into effect this season. Three 
gates are worked under this system and 
a 10-cent gate is maintained. Parking 
space for many cars has been added. A 
cooling or ice plant is one of the new 
features this year. 

All employees are uniformed, the 
park’s color scheme of green and white 
being followed. Concessionaires are also 
uniformed. Merchandise is wel! ar- 
ranged and most of the concessions and 
stores have exceedingly fine displays of 
merchandise, all of the latest in the 
outdoor industry. There are more than 
25 stands, games and concessions.

J. A. Darnaby, of Chicago, now mak- 
ing a tour of inspection of large audi- 
toriums thruout the Middle West and 
Canada in the interest of a new project 
he hopes soon to announce, writes from 
Winnipeg: 

“When you chance upon a showman 
whose share of bad breaks leaves him a 
victim of discouraging convictions, it is 
indeed gratifying to know that he has 
surmounted all barriers and won suc- 
cess. Uniess my judgment be faulty, 
Charley Vanderlip, of this city, can soon 
boast the finest park property in Western 
Canada if not in all Canada. 

“Since May 1 River Park has been 
transformed into a garden spot. Always 
a place of beauty, the park became the 
gathering place of those whose inclina- 
tions towards rowdyism gave the park 
a very questionable standing. When 
Vanderlip was compelled to move his 
exposition buildings and selected River 
Park and secured the lease on those 
magnificent grounds, he made the most 
important move of his career. 

“Since last fall more than $100,000 has 
been spent in new rides, concession build- 
ings, wide boardwalks, lighting, music 
and equipment. Fort Rouge, withhold- 
ing her support for the last several 
years, is now turning out by thousands. 
All Winnipeg seems to be applauding 
Vanderlip’s policy. 

“Well fenced, excellently policed, in- 
telligently directed, a policy of clean, 
orderly conduct and family appeal, suc- 
cess became instantaneous. Where hun- 
dreds congregated, thousands now pass 
thru the stiles, afternoon and night. A 
hardwood floor is being installed in the 
convention hall building which when 
completed will be one of the finest dance 
pavilions in Western Canada, being 108 
by 300 feer. Vanderlip seems slowly and 
surely building for himself a monument 
to courage, faith and showmanship.”

on Decoration Day, altho no effort is 
made to keep a count of visitors, it is 
a safe estimate that not less than 100,000 
persons were on the grounds. 

Patronage al] season has been heavier 
than during the same period last year, 
and even the weather has been better, 
altho there have been some chilly and 
disagreeable periods since opening day. 

All this vast space is kept unusually 
clean. One wonders how it is possible 
to keep it clean, yet the Humphieys 


have their own system and it is well- 
nigh perfect. 

For instance, they wanted a machine 
by which the grounds could be swept of 
waste material. They just simply built 
their own sweeper in their own garage 
along lines of their own and they get 
the desired results. The garage is a fire- 
proof structure which houses the auto- 
mobiles and trucks required. A complete 
machine shop is operated in connection 
with the garage. 

Concrete walks are plentiful and broad 
enough for entire families to use with- 
out crowding other visitors. Dust and 
dirt is kept down by sprinkling where 
there are gravel spaces and roadways. 

From the Public Square to the en- 
trance of the park it is slightly more 
than nine miles by street car. Seventy- 
five per cent of the visitors, however, 
come from east of the Public Square, it 
is believed The street car company 
operates trains—two cars—about every 
minute, perhaps more on special occa- 
sions. 

A very unusual feature of Euclid Beach 
is the de luxe touring camp. There are 
cottages and outdoor sleeping places, all 
safely screened, and just as comfortable 
as one could wish for, and with every 
convenience at hand. 

At night the entire park is so brilliant 
with lights from buildings, rides, de- 
vices and special spots that it is prac- 
tically the same as day. 

Automobiles and walking visitors 
bring by far the greater number of 
patrons within the gates. There is s0 
much shade and other comfortable fea- 
tures that mothers find it an ideal place 
to bring the youngsters on the hot days. 
Of course, they have money to spend 
and they are free in their spending for 
they get something of value for their 
money and no chances are taken. 

There are sO many picnics and outings 
booked and in prospect that figures can 
hardly tell the story. Among the fea- 
ture outings this year, as in past years, 
will be that of the B. F. Goodrich Rub- 
ber Company, of Akron. Last year there 
were 25,000 persons in the party. August 
12 next, it is believed, the crowd will 
run about 5,000 more. 

When it comes to the dance pavilion 
and the roller rink there is little use to 
attempt descriptive terms. They are both 
immense and perfect in their appoint- 
ments and equipment. The dance pa- 
vilion has an area of 25,000 square feet, 
while the rink is 375 feet long-by 100 
feet wide. Both pavilion and rink are 
ace attractions and are crowded almost 
continuously from opening until closing 
hours. 

But one new ride was installed this 
season—the Bug, but it is making itself 
popular and afternoon and night riding 
crowds are not of the dribbling kinds, 
but from half to full capacity. 

Popular rides are the Merry-Go-Round, 
the American Derby Racer, Airplane 
Swings, high rides, Dodgem, altho as a 
matter of act, there is little comparison 
in this regard, every one of the rides 
seeming to have its quota of patrons, 
and repeats are numerous on all. 

When a patron buys a soft drink he 
gets it cold. Not luke warm or warm, 
but cold, for the Humphrey Company 
has installed a system thru which pa- 
trons at all refreshment stands are giv- 
en this protection. All bottled and other 
soft drinks when brought to the park 
are placed immediately in cold storage, 
the park having its own ice plant. 

When transferred to the stands the 
bottles or liquids are immediately placed 
in chests or containers provided with 
the Frigidaire system. Thus, no matter 
how large the crowds of patrons on any 
day, cold drinks only are served. It is 
believed that Fuclid Beach is the first to 
install this plan. Every stand has its 
own Frigidaire cooling system and the 
motor which controls it is behind a 
glass cover, but tn full view of patrons. 

The management has also worked out 


its own system of a combination ticket 
used on special occasions and one which 
has been satisfactory from the start. 

At no time is cash money exchanged 
at any stand or ride or device on the 
grounds. It is necessary for patrons to 
provide themselves with tickets which 
can be secured in any quantity at booths 
conveniently located. These are ex- 
changeable at a nickel for anything de- 
sired, be it a ride, drink or something 
to eat. One exception is at the tobacco 
stand. This, of course, operates for 
haste at all times besides being a protec- 
tion for customer, management and em- 
ployee. The system has worked out ex- 
cellently and occasions no objection 
whatever from patrons. 

Kiddie rides are among the interesting 
features. There are five of these, each 
in competent hands and all provided 
with the element of safety. They are 
under roof, one of the large structures 
hear the center of the amusement zone 
being for the purpose. 

Early spring storms somewhat damaged 
the bathing facilities of the lake beach, 
but this does not seem to have detracted 
much in the way of patronage. Rented 
suits are, of course, put thru the regular 
cleaning and drying course thru th 
park’s own excellent laundry. j 

The cafeteria is another feature in 
which the management takes pride, this 
with al) eating stands of as high order 
as the best in the city. 

There is plenty of shade, grass and 
flowers—in fact, everything which makes 
for the pleasure and satisfaction of the 
thousands who visit this unusual park 
daily. They know they are spending 
their money for legitimate amusement 
and that they run no chance of being 
gyped. 

Clevelanders for the most part are fa- 
miliar with the humble start of the 
Humphreys and take great pride in the 
advancement of those who have pro- 
vided this quite unusual and yet suc- 
cessful amusement center. Many paces 
of interesting details could be written 
of the center, for there is interest con- 
nected with every acre of the 160 which 
the park offers for the pleasure of its 
visitors.

of what is going on. It is apparent that 
more and more fair secretaries, local of- 
ficials, auspices and others are favoring 
the straight and clean shows. In most 
cases, where carnivals get into trouble, 
the papers do not give the show’s name. 
Thus the reflection is cast on all car- 
nivals, the good as well as the bad. In- 
quiries frequently are received from fair 
people and others for the name of the 
outfit that got into a jam at such-and- 
such a place, and these men, as well as 
the many carnival owners who are trying 
to run their shows decently, have a right 
to know who the gross offenders are. In 
view of this and for the ultimate good 
of the carnival business as a whole, The 
Billboard has been urged to give the 
names of the offending shows. Investi- 
gations will be made, reports verified, and 
the names published in all cases where 
the circumstances warrant.

The newspaper article 
telling of the successful fight made by 
the med. show manager relates in con- 
nection with the council's finding as to 
the law applying to his case: “The dis- 
covery of that fact Monday morning ter- 
minated a discussion lasting almost a 
half hour, during which carnivals, drug 
stores, circuses and war veterans came 
up for consideration. It all started when 
the manager of a five-act free vaudeviile 
and medicine show asked the council for 
a permit to set up in a vacant lot on 
the east side of town. The commission 
of public health raised strong objections 
to any such appearance, and even filled 
out a motion refusing the permit. The 
commissioner of public property admit- 
ted that he did not favor a medicine 
minstrel show, but was all for anyone 
bearing a Spanish-American war dis- 
charge dated in 1924. The finance com- 
missioner had little to say on the matter, 
but appeared to favor a refusal. After 
listening patiently for some time to a 
discussion which brought in the sales 
methods of drug stores and relative age 
of different city commissioners, Mayor 
O. W. Smith announced the council had 
no jurisdiction and that august body 
adjourned.” 


Cincinnati Zoo in Its 54th Year 


The Cincinnati Zoological Garden, fa- 
mous both as an amusement park and 
for its collection of animals, is 54 years 
old this year, having been opened to 
the public September 18, 1875. It was 
founded by Andrew Erkenbrecher and 
before becoming the Zoological Society 
was the Society of Acclamation. 

According to Howard M. Wilson, an of- 
ficial of the Chamber of Commerce, Cin- 
cinnati, it was at a meeting of the lat- 
ter society in 1873 that the question 
of the Zoological Garden was first dis- 
cussed formally. At that time arrange- 
ments were made for the organization 
of a stock company and within a few 
weeks after a large amount of stock had 
been taken and the board of directors 
was elected 

Mr. Wilson relates the history of the 
zoo in a 24-page booklet report of Ameri- 


can zoos and concerning the one at 
Cincinnati says in part: 

It was first thought that Burnet 
Woods would be the proper place for 


the zoo and city authorities were asked 
to grant this park for such a purpose, 
but withdut success 

The present site was purchased after- 
ward. The original tract of land em- 
braced 67 acres. It cost a great deal of 
money to grade it, enhance its natural 
beauty and erect the necessary buildings. 

The receipts did not equal the ex- 
penses, which involved not alone the 
preparation of the grounds, erection of 
buildings and purchase of birds and ani- 
mals at the start, but also the main- 
tenance and constant enlargement of 
the collection and improvement of 
grounds and buildings. So a large debt 
began to accumulate. This was liqui- 
dated by selling off part of the land noi 
used, for a subdivision With renewed 
hope, the garden was greatly improved 
The animal and bird displays were added 
to from time to time, until the col- 
lection, in point of variety, was equal 
to any in the world. 

Then a general financial distress fell 
on the country, hard times and bad 
days to the garden, and in 1897 it was 


found that the debts had accumulated 
beyond any possibility of their being 
paid. After careful tion it was 


decided to place the company in a re- 
ceiver’s hands, January 22, 1899. 

That year the Cincinnati Zoological 
Co., largely thru the efforts of the late 
L. B. Harrison, was organized. > 
W. Kesley Schoepf, president of the 
Cincinnati Traction Co., perfected plans 
by which that company secured control 
of the zoo 

The purchase, however, was not com- 
pleted until early in 1902. when a new 
board of directors was elected and an 
extensive program for improving the 


garden adopted. This included an addi-* 


tion of a large number of animals to 
the collection, the construction of the 
new Herbivora building, which stands 
near the front of the garden. 

While the garden continued to grow 
the cost of its operation increased enor- 
mously and it became apparent that 
the traction company ought not to con- 
tinue the operation of the Zoo Garden. 
The work of preserving the zoo started 
when council passed an ordinance au- 
thorizing the mayor to appoint a com- 
mittee of five citizens. ° 

A ladies’ auxiliary committee was or- 
ganized also. The committee received a 
proposition from Mrs. Charles P. Taft 
and Mrs. Mary E. Emery in October, 1916, 
who agreed that each one of them would 
pay $125,000 toward the purchase of the 
zoo, provided a like amount should be 
raifed by the\public. The original value 
placed on the z00 by the traction com- 
pany was $375,000, but that company 
agreed to reduce the selling price by 
$125,000 if this deal was consummated. 

The plan was perfected and the oner- 
ation of the garden was assumed by Mrs 
Taft and Mrs. Emery October 1, 1916. The 
new plan was put into effect by the or- 
ganization of the Cincinnati Zoological 
Park Association May 1, 1917. 

Charles P. Taft was elected president 
of the association; Charles J. Livingood, 
representing Mrs, Emery, vice-president; 


EH. Rembold, treasurer, and Charles 
G. Miller, secretary and business man- 
ager, while S01 H. Stephan was retained 


as general manager. 

During the first, two years of this 
agreement a deficit was paid, but since 
that time with the exception of one year 


the zoo has been self-sustaining. While 
the original agreement to meet deficits 
expired December 31, 1921, it has been 
renewed from year to year since that 
time. 


The death of Mrs. Emery terminated 
the agreement December 31, 1928. 

Philanthropic citizens have guaranteed 
to meet any deficit during 1929. 


Sol A. Stephan has been with the zoo 
since it was founded and still admin- 
isters its complicated affairs with a mas- 
ter's hand. Stephan is an authority in 
his line and is sought-after from al] 
over the world for advice and counsel. 

Under the business management of 
Charles Miller the zoo has been self- 
supporting in the past few years. 


In the Kiddieland section of the Zoo 
there are seven rides, all of which get 
good plays. Combination tickets sell 
for 25 cents and the combination is good 
for all Kiddie rides. 

The rides are: Airplane Swing, Whip, 
Boat Ride, Electric Seesaw, Ferris Wheel, 
Merry-Go-Round and Coaster. 

Other park amusements located near 
Kiddieland are a Fun House, Merry-Go- 
Round and a pony track. Patronage is 
always good in this section of the big 
park. 

Refreshment stands and other conces- 
sions are conveniently located thruout 
grounds. 

Despite the many hills in the gardens 
and the many winding streets it is kept 
clean from front gate to back, a force 
being constantly employed for this pur- 

se. 

One feature that attracts large crowds 
is the ice-making machine for the rink. 
It is in plain view of visitors and its 
workings are thus made clear. 

Parking space is plentiful, yet there 
are times when it is practically all taken. 
Cars are guarded by a large staff of men. 

Despite the large area of the gardens, 
signs promiscuously displayed point di- 
rections and it is not a difficult task for 
visitors to find their way about. 

Trees within the grounds are all 
marked that visitors may know the speci- 
mens represented. Seating facilities 
thruout the park are plentiful, as are 
other rest requirements. Many of the 
employees have been connected with the 
park for long terms. 

Manager Miller states that while busi- 
ness for April and May has lagged slight- 
ly, because of rains and cool weather, 
June will equal and likely surpass former 
attendance records. 


CONTRACT for the construction of the 
new municipal swimming pool in City 
Farm Park, Steubenville, O., was awarded 
last week to the Floto Bros. Construction 
Company, a local firm with wide experi- 
ence in pool construction. The new pool, 
which will adjoin the city’s best residen- 
tial district, will cost $12,716 and will 
be completed and ready for use within 
four weeks, the contractors have prom- 
ised. Work was begun three days after 
the award of contract. The pool will 
have depths varying from two to nine 
feet and will have all modern equipment. 
The city filtration plant is located in 
the park and filtered city water will be 
used in the pool. The Floto bid was not 
the lowest, birt because of their experi- 
ence in construction of pools, was con- 
sidered the best by the city recreation 
board, under whose direction the pool 
will be built and operated. The new 
pool will be the first municipal pool in 
the 50,000 population city.

Contract Players’ Meeting 


Some excitement was caused Tuesday 
night when a group of contract players 
met at the Beverly-Wilshire Hotel in an 
effort to obtain 30 or more signatures to 
@ petition disapproving the action and 
methods of Equity in the talkie fight. 
The meeting was called by a committee 
composed of Conrad Nagel, Basil Rath- 
bone, Ralph Forbes, Rod La Rocque and 
Lois Wilson. 

Nagel, as chairman, said the gathering 
was not one of protest Equity or 
its principles, but that many players felt 
the situation was not handled to their 
liking. The petition asked that Frank 
Gillmore call a closed meeting of only 
paid-up members in California to con- 
sider the situation and vote on whether 
or not to support the present policies of 
the New York council and the president 
and also to elect an advisory committee 
to work with Gillmore during the emer- 
gency 

Among the names on the petition, 
which for the most part was signed after 
the meeting and included names of play- 
ers who, in Equity’s recent vote of its 
membership. had authorized the associa- 
tion to proceed in its talkie fight, were 
the following:

Francis X. Bushman, once a box-office 
magnet, but now having great difficulty 
obtaining work, raised the question as 
to whether there would be room for both 
Equity and the Academy of Motion Pic- 
ture Arts and Sciences and which would 
function to the best advantage for the 
actor. He also asked the chair about 
the blacklist which exists in pictures 
and what the Academy had done or 
could do about abolishing it Equity 
Was mentioned as the only solution, and 
the discussion was looked upon as 
establishing the fact that a blacklist 
exists in pictures, altho the impression 
is created that it does not. Bushman 
signed the petition in the hope that it 
might bring about some settlement in 
the affairs of the actor which would be 
fair to both sides. 

Louise Dresser explained her state- 
ments against Equity by saying it had 
been a long hard battle for her to make 
the grade in pictures and now that 
things were bright and rosy she desired 
to stick with the producers. 

Other speakers included Clarke Silver- 
nail. Jetta Goudal, Willard Mack and 
Ralph Forbes, who said he had refused 
three jobs to remain with Equity. 


The undercurrent of sentiment at the 
meeting indicated that many of those 
present felt the gathering was not 
exactly on the level.

more, presiding at the fourth Equity 
open meeting held Wednesdey night at 
the Women's Club on Hollywood boule- 
vard, called those who took action in 
calling the Beverly-Wilshire gathering 
“secessionists”. He agreed that the film 
players were entitled to representation, 
but refuted the statements by Conrad 
Nagel and declared that Equity’s move 
was known to Nagel and his associates and 
that the council had sent out a ques- 
tionnaire to find Ssut the opinion of the 
film actors here as to whether or not 
they wanted Equity shop in pictures. 
Gillmore further said he was at Nagel’s 
home about two months ago and out- 
lined his plans to him and some of his 
friends. He stressed the point that all 
Equity members had up to June 5 to 
vote upon any action they might wish 
to offset the drastic move by the actors’ 
body, but that no objections were raised 
until now. Gillmore stated that there 
are at present six committees com- 
posed of actors, both stage and screen, 
who know what is going on at all times, 
and that his counselors are aiding him. 


The Equity meeting was attended by 
more than 1,500, who jammed the audi- 
torium and overflowed into the street. 
The gathering represented the backbone 
of tne acting profession. Gillmore’s only 
information about the contract players’ 
petition was obtained indirectly, since 
the document had not been submitted to 
him. Upon checking up the names of 
the 33 signers, Gillmore found that 
three were not members of the organiza- 
tion, nor had ever been; one had an 
honorable withdrawal card, three others 
were two years in arrears in dues, two 
were 18 months in arrears, three were 
12 months in arrears, one was a junior 
member, Jack Demosey, and Gi'lmore 
said that junior members have no vote 
in the organization. Nine others, includ- 
ing two of those who called the seces- 
sionists’ meeting, Owe six months’ dues. 

Three other signers, according to Gill- 
more, said they had signed the petition 
as a joke and would kick back on their 
names at a later time. 


Gillmore said that, as he figured things 
according to the by-laws of the organiza- 
tion, there were only eight paid-up mem- 
bers in good standing who had signed 
the petition and that, with the other 
three, which would bring the number to 
11 members eligible to voice in Equity, 
he failed to see that he could consider 
such a petition had it been presented 
or should it be offered later. This in- 
formation completely placed the in- 
surgent meeting as having accomplished 
nothing. 


Players Misquoted 

Gillmore said he had received com- 
munications from various players whose 
statements were reported in the news- 
papers, and these players declared they 
had been misquoted. Lewis Stone told 
Gillmore that he had been incorrectly 
quoted in the statement that Equity 
would fail in the present fight. Joseph 
Schildkraut also claimed an erroneous 
statement was used in connection with 
iuis name. 


Sam Hardy urged ihe actors to conduct 
the fight in a dignified manner and, 
above all, not to quarrel among them- 
selves. 

James Kirkwood declared the film 
heads did not want Gillmore as the 
Equity leader in the fight because no- 
body covld question his honesty or any 
of his past actions in Equity. 

Jetta Goudal said that, while she has 
not worked for two years, except in bits, 
she would contribute $500 to the relief 
fund. She also suggested that contract 
players who were wcrking should give 
a percentage of their salaries while em- 
ployed. 

Leo Carrillo denounced the action of 


the actors who are opposing Equity and 
urged against being a turncoat or “on 
the fence” 

George Arliss firmly stated that mem- 
bers with grievances or differences of 
opinion as to what is being done should 


express themselves within their own 
ranks. Arliss said the producers know 
the present fight is a just one and 


eventually they will respect those who 
fought and won a just cause. 

George Fawcett described the present 
action as necessary. He recalled that 
some players did not consider this the 
right time to make the move, but, he 
said, to be successful in any fight one 
must strike at the right time, and with 
Equity that time had arrived. 

Clarke Silvernail, James Gleason end 
J. W. Bussell also addressed the gather- 
ing. 


Trouble for Scabs 


At the Equity mee*ting held last Mon- 
day evening in the Women's Club, Gill- 
more made quite an impression on the 
big gathering when he declared that 
members who were taking jobs contrary 
to the association’s edict, as well as 
actors who will not join Equity now, 
might find it difficult to get into Equity 
later. 

A wire was read from Earle Larimore, 
now in Germany, saying he would leave 
on the next boat for America if he were 
required here. 

William Green, head of the American 
Federation of Labor, sent a long tele- 
gram, winding up in part: “Your cause 
is our cause and your struggle is our 
struggle. The American Federation of 
Labor is with you.” 

The Central Labor Council of New 
York sent on record as adopting the 


same resolution as that of the Los 
Angeles council, but they made it 
stronger in that they voted financial as 
well as moral support 


Gillmore said word had come to him 
that a prominent producer was quoted 
as saying the actors had the producers 
across a barrel and were paddling cood 
and hard. Another producer is said to 
have stated that 80 per cent of the jobs 
offered to actors have been turned down. 
Still another is reported as saying he 
couldn't see why the thing wasn’t 
settled without wasting time. 


Lillian Albertson, who has Had much 
difficulty with Equity, gave out a news- 
paper statement several days ago at- 
tacking the association. Gillmore re- 
viewed the Equity-Albertson case from 
the beginning and said that her own 
counsel practically stood by Equity and 
its way of handling the case. 


With regard to the impression that 
some 3,600 stage actors suddenly have 
been thrown upon Hollywood, Gillmore 
stated that only 111 had come from New 
York from January 1 to May 31 on con- 
tracts. e 

Emma Dunn spoke on the fight being, 
not against the producer, the manager, 
the man, but a fight against injustice. 
She told the story of a star in vaude- 
ville who was visiting the manager in 
his office. While they were conversing 
the manager sent for the leader of the 
orchestra and, after giving him a cigar, 
tuld him that there would be an extra 
show, but the boys would get paid for 
it. The stage carpenter was sent for 
and the same thing was said, that he 
should tell his boys about the extra 
show and that they would be paid for it. 
As the carpenter started to the door 
the manager called to him and said: ee OM 
and tell those blank-blank actors that 
they work tonight.” 

Other speakers at this meeting in- 
cluded Robert Edeson, who said the 
Academy was a good thing for every- 
body but the actor; Louis Wolheim, who 
incidentally brought a message from 
Lenore Ulric that she did not make the 


statement as published tn the papers: 
Charles Milter, local Equity representy- 
tive, who exploded a bombshell by say. 
ing that Equity was sold out in 1927 
but is not for sale in 1929, and Pat 
Cooney, lawyer 

Henry B. Walthall wired that he could 
not be present, owing to work, but wa 
with Equity heart and soul. 

Wolheim did not mince words in eo. 
ing after the contract players who have 
adopted “the old navy speech” of “I ai 
all right, to hell with you.” He saiq 
that, efter the battle is over, the pro- 
ducers will despise the actors who 
deserted their fellow players in a crisis 

Local newspapers seem to be adopt- 
ing a slight change with regard to re- 
porting the situation. The Record an- 
nounced early in the week that it would 
present both sides, and other papers 
appear to be disposed to give some space 
to the Equity side of the matter. 


Theaters Prepare for Fight 

Loca] film theater managers are taking 
a different view of the pledge of sup- 
port to Equity issued by William Green 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, than that of several of the 
Los Angeles daily papers, which looked 
upon the statement issued by the labor 
leader as somewhat of a bluff. 

That theater managers and owners do 
not consider it a bluff is evidenced by 
the fact that recently there have been 
appearing in the classified columns of 
those same papers advertisements fo) 
motion picture operators with experience 
in handling talkies. The ads say that 
union wages will be paid and that, while 
the work is on an open-shop basis, the 
operators must hold city licenses. This 
is construed as a move by theater men 
to safeguard their interests in the event 
of a walkout in sympathy with Equity 

That the position of Equity, thru its 
labor union affiliations, is much stronger 
than the producers care to admit is 
evident. This is due to the fact that 
the most important producers in the 
film industry also are exhibitors or have 
thedter affiliations, and for this reason 
a strike of the operators and other labor 
unionists in the theater is anticipated.

garded as a strong likelihood here that 
the independents will be organized in 
favor of the Equity contract. With the 
Hays members standing pat, the inde- 
pendents can steal a march by signing 
up and thus making available to them 
all the cream of the legitimate talent 

This doubtless would ultimately bring 
about serious thinking on the part of the 
big fellows who are shut out from sign- 
ing Equity members until they accept its 
contract. 

Stage stars already proven hits in the 
talking pictures who refuse to go fur- 
ther with the various big companies 
could and probably would accept con- 
tracts from the independents that adopt 
Ecuity Shop. 

Aside from the indie producer situa- 
tion and the optimistic viewpoint taken 
so far as this group 18 concerned, al! is 
rather quiet on the Eastern front of 
the battle. During the past week Equity 
has looked over the contracts of its 
members ir the casts of two Paramount 
talking pictures, Applause and The Gay 
Lady, the only features in production in 
the East, and reports it has found al! 
contracts in order. Helen Morgan 
starring in Applause, signed her contract 
in May, and Gertrude Lawrence, who 
stars in the other picture, was signed 
in April. 

Fquity has sent out a call for volun- 
teers here for the purpose of assignment 
to the various studios in New York that 
are “shooting”. It is understood abou’ 
10 such volunteers are wanted to keep 
in touch with the studios 

Except for the confusion that arose 
over the production of Pathe’s On tie 
Stairs, virtually nothing resembling 4 
fight has occurred here. Producer inter- 
ests, Equity members, studio people and 
others, even exhibitors, are wondering 
when the real fighting will start here, if 
at all 


NEW YORK, June 29.—A number of 
artists, Equity members, were offered 
parts in Paramount talkies this week 
being made at the Astoria studio, and on 
advice of Equity, which they consulted 
before signing contracts, turned down 
the jobs.

Larger Zoo for Buftalo 
Is Demanded by Newspaper 


“There are only two buildings in the 
Buffalo Zoo,” says The Buffalo News, “one 
a combination house and administration 
building, and the other an elephant 
house. The area covered by the zoo is 
only 17.6 acres, probably the smallest 
plot used for zoo purposes in the United 
States, and certainly the smallest plot 
used for zoo purposes in any city the 
size of Buffalo.” 

Continuing, Francis J. Murphy, staff 
writer for The News, says:“A survey 
made several years ago showed that 22 
cities with populations of less than 
200,000 had better, larger and more com- 
plete zoological gardens than the city 
of Buffalo. It also showed that 122 
cities were building new zoos. 


“The progress made in other cities like 
Detroit, Chicago, Cincinnati and St. 
Louis has left the various city admin- 
istrations of Buffalo unmoved. Cincin- 
nati with a population less than Buffalo 
has about 1,500 animals and birds in 
a zoological garden which is perhaps 
richer in scenic beauty than any other 
in the country. In Cincinnati, however, 
the garden is controlled and operated on 
a no-profit basis by a zoological society 
not controlled by the city. 

“In Detroit, Chicago and Cleveland, 
however, the zoological parks are city 
projects, altho their control is left en- 
tirely to groups removed from politics. 


“While all these cities have considered 
their zoological gardens as distinct civic 
assets, the history of the Buffalo Zoo 
shows that it has drifted along on the 
political tides a hopeless derelict almost 
from the inception of the project. 


“Six buildings were planned for the 
Buffalo Zoo in 1912. Only one of these 
buildings is constructed. That is the 
elephant house. The rest of the build- 
ings were never built, and no money ‘s 


available now for the completion of the 
program. 

“Many of the successful zoological 
projects in other cities have emanated 
from zoological groups. Detroit did not 
have to pay a cent for the 100 acres with 
which the Detroit Zoo program was be- 
gun. The zoological society gave the 
land to the city. 


“While the zoological society of De- 
troit, is now more or less defunct because 
a zoological commission has taken over 
the direction of the city’s new zoo, a 
great deal of the credit for initiating 
the work must go to the zoological 
society. 

“As has been pointed out before in 
this article, the zoological society of 
Cincinnati operates the zoo in that city 
without city aid. Money has been guar- 
anteed for years by certain philanthropic 
persons in the city to meet operating 
deficits. 


“In Chicago also the building of a 
zoo which bids fair to become one of 
the greatest show places in the country 
is in the hands of a zoological society, 
made up of some of the most prominent 
and influential citizens of the city. 


“If Buffalo had had a zoological society 
it might have wakened to its duty 
providing the people of the city with 
an adequate zoo long ago. Dr. Francis 
A. Crandall, curator at the Buffalo Zoo, 
who has been urging improvements for 
years, and who at the same time has 
been seeking-to form a zoological society, 
declared that he has met with difficulty 
because prominent men refuse to give 
their time to the work. 

“Dr. Crandall is also authority for the 
statement that the zoo has less animals 
now than it had during the first five 
years of its operation. He refused to 
tell the number of animals at the park 


of, 
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zoo, saying that he felt that it would be 
a disgrace to the city to publish the 
number. 


“In contrast to the conditions in Buf- 
alo, consider the enterprise of the city 
of Detroit. Its new zoo is only one- 
tenth complete and yet it has spent more 
than $1,000,000 on it. Many of the new 
buildings are constructed, and the vast- 
ness of the project is already apparent 
to the visitor. 


“How do the people feel about these 
projects? Twice the taxpayers of Detroit 
have voted a tax of one-tenth of a mill 
for five-year periods. The second Sun- 
day that the uncompleted zoo was 
opened last August, nearly 200,000 peo- 
ple flocked to the park. 


“While Detroit has a tract of 120 acres 
for its zoo, Chicago hasan area of ‘196 
acres, Of which 133 are being developed 
under the present program. The Chi- 
cago Zoological Park will be completed, 
it is expected, in 1932. It will not be 
stocked until just before the opening, 
but its collection will run into several 
thousands. 


“There are few if any phases of zoo- 
logical work in which the Buffalo Zoo 
compares with those of other large cities. 
Its land area is surprisingly small, its 
collection incomplete and comparatively 
uninteresting, and its general appear- 
ance anything but inviting. 


“The question that arises is: Will Buf- 
falo continue to lag behind other cities, 
many much smaller, in a matter in which 
all live and progressive communities are 
now working earnestly? 


“The answer to this question will be 
found perhaps in the opinion of Dr. W. 
M. Mann, head of the National Zoo- 
logical Park, at Washington, D. C. Dr. 
Mann has said, in effect, that he has 
never seen a zoological park run by a 
city administration which was a success. 


“Shifting administrations often causes 
a serious setback in development work, 
and very often the zoo is under an of- 
ficial who comes into the office ignorant 
of zoological work and leaves it just as 
he is beginning to get a grasp of the 
subject. 


“It is the opinion of Mr. Crandall, the 
curator of the Buffalo Zoo, that the 
founding of a zoological society in Buf- 
falo would not only bring donations of 
money for an expansion program, but 
would also provide a permanent, un- 
political directing body, which could do 
something to make the Buffalo Zoo a 
credit to the community. 


“The educational as well as the recrea- 
tional value of a zoological park has 
been recognized thoroly by progressive 
cities in this country for a number of 
years. 


“For this reason many zoos have spe- 
cia attractions for children and all large 
cities with zoos of any size are attempt- 
ing to make their collections as com- 
plete and varied as possible. 


“There is also a tendency now to make 
zoological parks attractive places, where 
children and adults as well can loiter 
for hours, and ¢an observe the various 
collections under conditions as near to 


the natural habjtats of the animals a6 


possible.”

Groceries Soon May 


Be Sold 


By Means of Vending Machines 


Coin-vending machines for retailing 
groceries are being given consideration, 
according to a statement made public 
by E. A. Kiefer, specialties division of 
the Department of Commerce, on June 
9 

Automatic stores are now being in- 
stalled and proving successful, the state- 
ment said, as a result of recent mechan- 
ical improvement and new labor-saving 
features, which have made automatic re- 
tailing more profitable and popular. 

Only in comparatively recent years, the 
statement recalled, has the coin-operated 
machine industry progressed from small 
machines vending gum and chocolate to 
automatic merchandising machines sell- 
ing all types of commodities and service. 

Due to a growing interest on the part 
of the buying public of the world in 
mechanical salesmen of goods, services 
and entertainment, American manufac- 
turers are devoting more of their atten- 
tion to exploiting. and are finding profit- 
able markets abroad 

For the Arst quarter of 1929 the United 


Kingdom was the principal foreign 
market, taking exports valued at $96,194: 
Canada was the second world market, re- 
ceiving exports valued at $25,652, and 
Latin America was the third largest 
market area, with shipments valued at 
$20,716. 


The first vending machines were intro- 
duced into the United States in 1888, 
from England, to be used by an American 
gum manufacturer in the distribution of 
his products.

Adaptability is essential in all foreign 
markets, since coin-operated machines 


sold abroad must be designed to operate 
with foreign coins and to withstand 
climatic conditions which rust or clog 
the machinery and spoil the merchane 
dise. 


Lessons in Building 
Up Big State Fairs 


The history of the success in building 
the Texas State Fair at Dallas to a point 
where it is one of the greatest exposi- 
tions in the country contains many les- 
sons from which Oklahoma may profit 
in the further development of its own 
State fair in Oklahoma City, says The 
Daily Oklahomion. 

One of the principal points emphasized 
by the success of the Dallas Fair is 
that any big State exposition must have 
and does have an “angel” or several 
“angels” to guide and guarantee the 
financial end. 

As great as has been the success of 
the Texas Exposition, it has not heen 
built to its present high rank among 
fairs without “angels” in the form of 
millionaires who have come to the reS- 
cue time after time. It has not been 
necessary in Dallas to pass the hat or 
make any sort of public appeal for funds 
to make up any deficit caused by 2 
rainy season at fair time, or as the result 
of fixing the budget at a larger figure 
than the revenue turned out to justify. 

Very few, if any, of the great State 
fairs in the country stand on their own 
bottom. The fairs in Minnesota, Iowa, 
Wisconsin, Nebraska, Kansas and South 
Dakota, for example, get a liberal amount 
of financial aid every year either from 
the State, the county or the city. The 
Texas Fair gets no help from either of 
these sources; in fact, it has grown so 
much, and attracts so much money thru 
the main and side gates, that it nearly 
always shows a good profit f 


The Oklahoma State Fair gets no fie ‘ 


nancial aid from the State, the city or 
the county. In all but three of the last 
15 years the Oklahoma fair has made @ 
clear profit above cost of operation. On 
the three occasions when there was a 
deficit, due wholly to rainy weather and 
not to bad management, the public has 
responded quickly and liberally to send 
the fair officials into the next year 
happy. 

However, the profit .made by the 
Oklahoma State Fair, even in its most 
fruitful years, is small; too small to 
permit the construction of modern, per- 
manent buildings and equipment needed. 
It is plain to see, out of the experience 
at Dallas, Madison, Des Moines and 
other cities, that some sort of “angel” 
must come to the 2id of the Oklahoma 
exposition. 

The “angel” of the Oklahoma fair 
could be in either one of three forms: 
First, an appropriation of $50,000 q year 
from the State to pay premiums; second, 
a one-mill tax in city and county to be 
turned into the general treasury of the 
fair; third, a city or county bond issue 
of $1,000,000 to erect sufficient buildings
